have been the only reason for the resto- 
ration of the on-campus service. 

University officials limited weekly 
shuttle operation and eliminated on- 
campus Friday routes at the start of 
the semester, citing budget concerns 
and environmental issues, but students 
may have played a larger role than first 
noted. : 

“Over the summer, there was con- 
cern about the increased cost of the 
shuttles,” said’ Associated Students 
Inc. President Lucy Nguyen via Face- 
book’s messaging service. “A proposal 
was put forth to eliminate the program 
and reduce U-Pass.”

At the time, ASI negotiated with 
university officials to save the shuttle 
program, but could not prevent the 
elimination of on-campus Friday 
routes, according to Nguyen. 

“We wanted the shuttles to operate 
all five days of the week,” she said. “But 
that would have meant that the shuttles 
operating Monday-Thursday would be 
operating for shorter amounts of time.” 

On Thursday, Alexander reinstated 
Friday shuttle services without men- 
tion of another weekly reduction, cit- 
ing “popular demand.”

Valentine and his boss, Jeff Dot- 
son, along with 13 others, produced 
the special effects for “E.T.,” a Katy 
Perry single featuring Kanye West, 
in less than a month.

Valentine worked as producer of 
visual effects for the “E.T.” video, 
but that isn’t the only high-profile 
job he’s had. : .

“We have a persistent team,” Guti- 
errez said.

“We don’t want to harm the fish,” 
Gutierrez said. “The lakes wouldn’t 
want to host the tournament if we take 
more than 200 fish out of the ecosys- 
tem.” 

Gutierrez and Christensen won first 
place for the CSULB Fishing Club at 
last year’s competition, taking home 
$10,000, which they used to buy their 
first fishing boat. 
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The boat is displayed during Week 
of Welcome each year in an attempt to 
attract other fishers on campus. 

“(The Fishing Club] is open to ev- 
eryone, all experience levels are wel- 
come,” Cox said. “It’s surprising how 
much you can learn, how much experi- 
ence you can gain from other people 
in the club.”

_ Bank of America will be charging a 
one-time monthly fee of $5 next year, 
whenever a customer uses their debit 
card to make a purchase. 

This new policy forces customers to 
carry cash to make purchases or pay up 
to $60 a year in fees. Regardless of how 
many times a customer uses their card 
per month, they will still be charged. 

Brittany Fikre, a junior political sci- 
ence major, said she is shocked that 
Bank of America would now charge a 
fee for a service they promoted as.free. 

“It’s hard to always carry cash, the 


debit card made paying for things 


easier,’ Fikre said. “What about when 
you run out of cash, but you’re at the 
gas station or something? It’s not fair to 
customers.” 

There will be no fee charged if a cus- 
tomer withdraws money from a Bank of 


America ATM. Cal State Long Beach’ 


provides students with access to Bank 
of America, Chase and Wells Fargo 
ATMs at the University Student Union. 

Bank of America potentially risks 


losing customers. who are fed up with ©

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New scrubber system to improve air quality in port cities 


Faculty and students 
from the engineering 
department aim to 
reduce emissions by 
85 percent.

A Cal State Long Beach team of fac- 
ulty and students from the engineering 
department will begin testing a new ex- 
haust cleaning system for commercial 
ships today. 

Hamid Rahai, professor of mechani- 
cal and aerospace engineering, and 
chair Hamid Hefazi, along with gradu- 
ate and Ph.D. students, will monitor a 
seawater scrubber system over the next 


three years. 

“Our team will be testing, evaluat- 
ing and assessing its performance and 
make recommendations for improve- 
ments and application,” Hefazi said. 

The seawater scrubber aims to re- 
duce emissions of commercial ships by 
as much as 85 percent by 2013. 

The faculty and students will be 
working with the Port of Los Ange- 
les, Horizon Shipping Lines and Rolls 
Royce Marine, a world leader in ship 
technology design and manufacturing. 
Horizon Shipping Lines has provided 
Horizon Hawk, a commercial ship, for 
the team to travel on from Los Angeles 
to Oakland. 

During this 12-hour trip, the team 
will test emissions at various condi- 
tions. 

“The main goal for our project is to 
improve our local air quality,” Rahai 
said. “The driving force behind this 
project is that we provide technology 
that meets the California Air Resources 


Board requirements. That way, we can 
actually reduce the pollution in the area 
and at the same time develop a technol- 
ogy.” 

The scrubber system works much 
like how rainwater cleanses dust par- 
ticles in the air. 

The seawater is used to create a va- 
por that produces rain droplets in the 
exhaust, which collects all the heavy 
particles. When exposed to a high 
temperature, these particles, including 
harmful sulfur, bond with each other 
and create new materials that form a 
sludge, which is disposed of later. 

The seawater undergoes a refining 
process, and once it is used, it is dis- 
charged from the ship. 

“One of the major things we’re go- 
ing to do is sample the discharge water 
to make sure it meets the International 
Maritime Organization requirements,” 
Rahai said. “Actually, there’s not that 
much baseline data available, so this 
will be a significant step to provide the 


baseline data in terms of what kind of 
discharge water we have and how it’s 
going to impact the ecosystem.” 

This will be the second type of tech- 
nology that the Port of Los Angeles is 
testing. The port is testing a variety of 
technologies to determine which is best 
suited to reach the goal of reducing air 
pollution. Since seawater is plentiful in 
the ocean, Rahai is confident in the suc- 
cess of CSULB’s scrubber system. 

California regulations require that 
ships within 24 nautical miles of land 
must use a costly high-grade fuel. This 
fuel is cleaner and more refined than 
the cheaper, dirtier diesel fuels most 
ships use. The scrubber system shas the 
potential to save millions of dollars in 
fuel by allowing ships to use the lower 
grade fuel at all times, while still meet- 
ing emission requirements. 

Rahai said the next step is to deter- 
mine how successful the scrubber sys- 
tem is, and to determine what kind of 


policies will be implemented to require 


shippers to adapt the technology. 

It can be adapted to existing ships or 
new ships. 

“If they are required to adapt this 
technology, and it is a reasonable price, 


_ then ‘obviously this.is going to have a~ 


major impact on air quality in our re- 
gion and overall in California,” Rahai 
said. 

He continued to say that California 
is a trendsetter among the states, and 
other states adapt to what California is _ 
doing. Shipping is a worldwide method 
of commerce, so air quality could po- 
tentially improve worldwide if this 
technology is successful. 

The ship CSULB is testing not only 
travels from LA to Oakland, but also to 
Guam and Shanghai. 

“This is a good project,” Hefazi said. 
“Our mission at CSULB is not only to 
educate students, but to help the com- 
munity. The port neighborhood is pol- 
luted, and our goal is to reduce the air 
pollution the port contributes.” 


SHUTTLES 
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Nguyen ,explained that, after stu- 
dent complaints, she and other student 
leaders were able to present a reasoned 
argument to university officials, con- 
vincing them to restore the service. 

“We started pushing for Friday 
shuttles as soon as we were able to 
get the Monday-Thursday shuttles 
running,” Nguyen said. 

All in all, Nguyen said the resto- 
ration of the shuttle service was a re- 
sult of student leaders working with 
university officials. 

“University administration and 
[ASI] have been able to work collab- 
oratively on a number of occasions 
this year,” Nguyen said. “I’m sure 
university administration is just as 
happy as ASI that the shuttles are up 
and running.” 

Shuttle services resumed last 
Friday, operating on the east and 
west campus routes from 7 a.m. to 5 
p.m.

US makes immigrants 
take the long way home 


MEXICALI, Mexico (MCT) — 
The Alien Transfer Exit Program 
tries to disrupt immigration patterns. 
For years, immigrants were deported 
across the border from where they 
were caught, a practice that allowed 
them to easily reconnect with smug- 
glers who would try to bring them 
across again, sometimes within hours. 

Under the transfer program, many 
immigrants who are caught in Cali- 
fornia are flown to Texas border cities, 
and the flights return west filled with 


immigrants caught in Texas. In Ari- - 


zona, immigrant groups are divided, 
with some deported through Texas and 
others through California. 

Critics: view the expansion of the 
program with trepidation, saying it’s 
costly, breaks up families and deports 
immigrants into lawless border cities 
where they are preyed on by crimi- 


nal gangs. A group of 51 immigrants 
detained in New Mexico last summer 
protested their repatriation to north- 
east Mexico, where the feared Zetas 
organized crime group has kidnapped 
and massacred immigrants. 

But U.S. border authorities said the 
program, which they say “breaks the 
smuggling cycle,” has proved to be an 
effective deterrent. Discouraged by the 
obstacles of crossing in an unfamiliar 
area, immigrants are more likely to 
give up and go home, authorities say. 

The ‘number of immigrants repa- 
triated through the program has in- 
creased dramatically since its incep- 
tion in 2008, from 8,931 to 72,154 this 
federal fiscal year, when it was ex- 
panded across the border. Authorities 
credit the program for contributing to 
the record decline in apprehensions 
along the Southwest border.

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CFA should hold off on 


Budget cuts have played a detrimental role 
in California higher education, not only for the 
students, but also for the faculty. 

Last Wednesday, the California Faculty Asso- 
ciation — a Cal State faculty union — announced 
the rather historic decision to hold a one-day 

strike, pending union 
approval, in response 
OuR VIEW to Chancellor Charles 
Reed’s refusal to pay 
previously negotiated 
raises, as explained in a CFA news letter. The 
union went on to explain that the strike would 
solely be about wages; however, given our eco- 
nomic state, is a strike necessary? Maybe not. 
The previously negotiated salaries come from a 


compromise proposal between university admin- | 


istrators and the CFA. Raises for both 2008-09 
and 2009-10 were stalled when the state began to 
drastically cut education funds. 

The Daily 49er reported Thursday that CFA 
president Lillian Taiz asked faculty to join union 
members at CSU East Bay and CSU Dominguez 
Hills on Nov. 17 for “concerted action,” as well as 
informational picketing on Nov. 8 or 9. 

CFA spokesman Brian Ferguson stated that 
“concerted action” could mean additional infor- 
mational picketing as well as a strike that could 
result in the shutting down of campuses. 

At least one fact-finder report sided with the 
CFA, endorsing a 1.3 percent increase. 

This could be the CFA’s first organized strike, 
but taking the circumstances into account, a strike 
could be pushing the envelope. 

Cal State officials explained that the CSU sys- 
tem has lost almost $1 billion dollars since 2008, . 
and thus does not have the money to implement 
the discussed raises. 

It’s not at all that the CFA doesn’t deserve a 
raise, but right now it may not be the best time 
to push so urgently for raises. Having a pay raise 


stalled is frustrating; however, budget cuts are no 

joke. Students have suffered the loss of class availability, teachers 
as well resources, so stalling a pay raise is merely another funding 
cut side affect. : 

“We reduced classes and employees were forced to take a 10% 
pay cut in the form of furloughs,” spokesman Mike Uhlenkamp 
said about the fact-finding report. “So to say money was available is 
not accurate. And now there’s even less money.” 


renegotiation based on economic conditions. If we consider this, 
then it’s pretty understandable that pay raises had to be stalled. We 
really are in a tight place when it comes to money, and this should 
be respected. 

“During a year in which the CSU is grappling with a $650 
million mid-year cut, the CSU’s priorities must remain resolutely 
focused on serving as many students as possible while retaining as 
many jobs as possible,” wrote CSU collective bargaining director 
Bill Candela. 


If classes weren’t being cut and teachers weren’t being laid off, 
then yes, the strike would be much more understandable. It’s been 
blatantly apparent, however, that we are struggling right now. 

Even more, if the CFA does get a raise right now, that means our 
university will need to figure out where to get that money from, 
further complicating our economic state.

before the oldest of these ancient au- 
thors, Josephus, was even born?! 

For centuries, historians, mathemati-

cians, astronomers and other people of 
influence have attempted to pinpoint 
Jesus’ alleged death date, but what they 
all agree on is that it happened some- 
time between 30 and 36 A.D., which 
would make it one to seven years before 
Josephus was born. So there are no 
eyewitness accounts, no texts written 
by anyone who claimed to be there, and 
no evidence whatsoever to support the 
claim that Jesus ever walked the Earth. 
I admit that I can’t prove beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that he never existed. 


However, based on the evidence 
presented, and as pointed out by Frank 
Zindler, former head of American 
Atheists, we can apply the concept of 
lex parsimoniae, colloquially known as 
“OQccam’s Razor.” 

What “Occam’s Razor” states is that 
when considering hypotheses, the one 
that makes the fewest new assump- 
tions is usually the correct one. It also 
contends that until there is a theory 
that allows us to sacrifice simplicity by 
offering something more in the way of 
explanatory power, we should gravitate 
towards the most likely theory.

LBSU ties single-game program record for goals — again 


Women’s soccer scores 
six goals for second 
time this season in 
rout of Cal Poly.

The Long Beach State women’s soc- 
cer team tied a single-game program 
record for goals scored for the second 
time this season in a 6-0 drubbing of 
Cal Poly San Luis Obispo on Sunday at 
Alex G, Spanos Stadium. 

The last time the 49ers scored six 
goals was when they defeated St. 
Mary’s by the same score on Sept. 18. 

LBSU (9-3-1, 2-0-0 Big West), which 
completed a’ road sweep in its’ first 
weekend of Big West Conference play, 
extended its winning-streak to five 
games with the win over the Mustangs 
(7-5-1, 1-1-0 Big West). 


The 49ers have -registered at least 
four goals in three of its last four games 
and scored 19 times over its frve-match 
win streak en route to a conference-best 
34 goals on the season. 

Senior midfielder Shawna Gordon 
led the way with two goals and an as- 
sist, while Marysol Rosas also finished 
with two tallies. Junior forward Nadia 
Link. had a goal and two assists and se- 
nior Nicole Sweetman also found the 
back of the net. Freshman Ashley Ro- 
ese notched her first career points with 
a pair of assists, while Taylor Nelson 
and Sierra Mack added one apiece. 

The 49ers struck early as Sweetman 
found the back of the net in the 12th min- 
ute. Gordon set up Link; whose shot was 
deflected to Sweetman for the finish. 

Long Béach tacked on one more be- 
fore the break. At the 31:01 mark, Sierra 
Mack passed the ball to Gordon who 
sent a shot from about 12 yards out to 
the left netting. 

LBSU dominated possession in the 
first period, out shooting the Mustangs, 
8-to-3, with all eight of its attempts 


coming on frame. 

The 49ers picked up where they left 
off after intermission with Link putting 
LBSU on top, 3-0. She beat Cal Poly 
goakeeper Brooke Gauvin with a great 
move in a one-on-one situation for her 
Big West leading 11th goal of the sea- 
son. ‘ 

Gordon then netted: her second goal 
of the game and seventh of the year in 
the 77th minute as she launched a shot 
over Gauvin from about 20 yards out. 

Rosas then struck twice over a three- 
minute span to cap the scoring. parade. 
The goals marked the first two of the 
season for Rosas. 

LBSU fired off a season-high 19 
shots, nine of which were on target,
